Coun. to admin: 
Stop ‘bullying’ 
over ticket tax 


Arena deal. Tax issues 
won’t derail downtown 
arena, councillors say

To resolve a dispute over a pro¬ 
posed ticket tax at Rexall Place, 
city administration is going 
to have to stop tiying to make 
their case through force, says 
one Edmonton city councillor. 

In a legal opinion released 
exclusively to Metro, North¬ 
lands, who operates Rexall 
Place, argued the city has no au¬ 
thority to impose a ticket tax on 
them after the Oilers leave for a 
proposed new downtown arena. 

Coun. Ed Gibbons said the 
dispute isn’t going to derail the 
arena deal, but city administra¬ 
tion has to work this out with

“Somewhere along the line, 
administration has to come 
to the table and quit trying to 
make their case by bullying,” 
he said Wednesday. 

The proposed arena deal in¬ 
cludes a provision that the city 
impose a ticket tax for events at 
Rexall Place to mirror the one 
at the downtown arena. 

While the one at the down¬ 
town arena will help pay for its 
construction, the ticket tax at 
Rexall Place is being absorbed 
into city coffers. 


The legal opinion that 
Northlands submitted to the 
city before the arena was dis¬ 
cussed last week argues Ed¬ 
monton doesn’t have the au¬ 
thority to do that. 

“Edmonton Northlands will 
not agree to any ticket sur¬ 
charge beyond the existing sur¬ 
charge, which expires once the 
Edmonton Oilers vacate Rexall 
Place,” reads the letter. 

Coun. Biyan Anderson said 
he is confident this issue can be 
worked out and that it’s a small 
part of the overall arena issue. 

“If nobody blinks or backs 
away, eventually there will be a 
court decision if it gets to that,” 
he said. 

Anderson said the city re¬ 
ceived its own legal opinion, 
which made it clear that the 
city would be able to impose 
the tax. He said Gibbons is re¬ 
flecting Northlands’ position 
because he sits on their board.

Sparks fly 
over exec’s 
test expenses 

The legislature erupted in 
shouts and accusations on 
Wednesday after the Oppos¬ 
ition Wildrose party said it 
found evidence that another 
health executive got fast-track 
private care at public expense. 

Premier Alison Redford’s 
government, however, said the 
case of Alison Tonge is no such 
thing. 

Wildrose Leader Danielle 
Smith said in question period 
that documents from a free¬ 
dom of information search 
showed Tonge was reimbursed 
$1,160 by Alberta Health Servi¬ 
ces last year for diagnostic tests 
at a private Edmonton clinic. 

“This is two-tier, queue¬ 
jumping expense-account 
abuse all wrapped up in one 
offensive package. Someone 
needs to lose their job,” Smith 
told the house. 

Redford fired back that the 
Wildrose was off-base. “The 
purpose of question period is 
not to come up with false al¬ 
legations, mischaracterizations 
and undermine public health 
care,” she said. 

The Tonge tests were com¬ 
pleted in December 2011 and 
the expenses approved by Dr. 
Chris Eagle, president of AHS, 
in Januaiy 2012. 

Tonge has since left AHS, re¬ 
ceiving $426,576 in severance, 
according to the Wildrose, and 
now works for the National 
Health Service in England. 
Tonge said she believes the 
costs were for blood and urine 
tests required under federal 
rules as part of her citizen¬ 
ship application. Those costs 
are normally absorbed by the 
applicant, but Tonge said the 
province agreed to pay for 
them as part of a recruitment 
package to bring her and her 
family to Alberta from the U.K.

A day after Mount Royal Uni¬ 
versity in Calgaiy announced 
program and staff cuts as well 
as increased student fees, more 
details emerged about similar 
reductions at post-secondary 
institutions in Edmonton. 

At NAIT, staff in some pro¬ 
grams are being asked to con¬ 
sider leaving through volun¬ 


tary buyouts, said Doug Short, 
president of the NAIT Academ¬ 
ic Staff Association. 

“Depending on how that 
works out, if we get enough 
people going, that will tide us 
over for this year,” Short said. 

The institution may still 
have to look at restructuring, 
cutting programs and increas¬ 
ing class sizes, Short said. 

David Atkinson, president 
of MacEwan University, said 
the school will be increas¬ 
ing the number of students it 
admits to high-demand pro¬ 
grams, including business and 
health sciences. 

Meanwhile, about 36 va¬ 
cant staff positions will not 
be filled and will “simply dis¬ 
appear.” All departments are 
being given budget targets and 


staff layoffs could be coming, 
Atkinson said. 

“When departments are 
given their targets for reducing 
budgets, they may in fact find 
that they can’t do it without 
staff reductions,” Atkinson 
said. “That’s a decision yet to 
be made.” 

At the University of 
Alberta, Donna Wilson, 
president of the academic 
staff association, said she’s 
been told the institution 
will run a deficit in the 
2013-14 school year, which 
means “deep cuts and pro¬ 
gram closures” won’t hap¬ 
pen immediately. 

“This year at the U of A is 
going to be, if you want to call 
it anything, a slow bleed. Our 
concern is next year,” she said.

In an effort to recruit more 
members, the Oliver Commun¬ 
ity League is offering free mem¬ 
berships for 2013-14 — one of 
few in Edmonton to do so. 

Board members approved 
the move at their annual gen¬ 
eral meeting last week, said 
league president Jarrett Camp¬ 
bell. 

“There’s an overall trend 
with organizations, especially 
volunteer-run organizations, to 
try to remove barriers to entry,” 
he said. “And if all it takes for 
somebody to get involved is to 
get their foot in the door and 
get a membership, then the 
money we would have gotten 
from them wouldn’t necessar¬ 
ily be the best investment we 
could make.” 

Oliver memberships cur¬ 
rently cost $10. Under the 
Edmonton Federation of Com¬ 
munity Leagues, memberships 
run yearly from Sept. 1 to Aug. 
30, so the change will begin 
this fall. 

Of 156 community leagues 
in the city, few offer free 
membership, according to

Soaring costs. Council 
approves bridge budget 


After an attempt to trim costs 
from the 102 Avenue bridge 
over Groat Road came up 
empty, Edmonton city coun¬ 
cillors gave their blessing to 
the project and its boosted 
budget Wednesday. 

The bridge is more than 
100 years old and plans to re¬ 
place it were put in the cap¬ 
ital budget two years ago. At 
the time, it was estimated to 
cost $20.6 million, but that 
budget has soared to $32.1 
million as new problems 
have cropped up. 

Administration found only 
minor cost savings could be 


achieved, but also that they 
would bring the bridge below 
the city’s standards for new 
construction. 

Coun. Amarjeet Sohi, who 
had asked administration to 
take a second look earlier this 
month, said the project has to 
be done right. 

“I don’t think there was 
any desire or inclination at 
this committee to even sug¬ 
gest that we would build a 
sub-standard bridge,” he said. 

The bridge will close com¬ 
pletely in 2014 for 15 months 
to complete construction.

Less than 24 hours before she 
died, Lu Lingzi sent an exuber¬ 
ant email to a professor after 
learning she had passed part of 
a major final exam.

Man arrested, accused of

United States on edge. 

Media overwhelmed 
with flood of news on 
letters, Boston bombings 


America’s frayed nerves found 
little relief on Wednesday as 
news emerged of a poison- 
laced letter addressed to U.S. 
President Barack Obama, while 
investigators endeavoured to 
close in on a suspect in the Bos¬ 
ton Marathon bombings. 

Agents arrested Paul Kevin 
Curtis, 45, in Tupelo, Miss., in 
connection with letters sent 
to Obama and a Republican 
senator from Mississippi. They 
tested positive for deadly ricin 
in preliminary analyses. 

The Mississippi Clarion- 
Ledger reported that Curtis is a 
celebrity impersonator and an 
avid church-goer. He lamented 
the lack of prayer in schools in 
a recent Faceboolc post on the 
Boston bombings. 

Earlier in the day, officials 
said they doubted the letters

were linked to the bombings. 

With Americans anxious for 
a break in the bombing case, 
information was being leaked 
to the media at a furious speed. 

At one point mid-afternoon, 
The Associated Press cited one 
official as saying an arrest was 
imminent. CNN said an arrest 
had been made. Other officials 
shot down those reports. 

Several outlets said investi¬ 
gators had identified a suspect 
from a surveillance video. CBS 
News reported that the bomb¬ 
er was on the phone when he 
dropped off a second backpack 
and that cellphone records 
identified the suspect. But NBC 
reported police had a face, not a 
name, the Canadian press

Two recent deaths among 
members of the Neslcantaga 
First Nation have prompted 
the remote northern Ontario 
community to declare a state 
of emergency. 

It wants fast help to stop 
the scourge of suicide. 

The First Nation northeast 
of Thunder Bay has seen two 
of its members die over the 
past two weeks, throwing 
the fragile community of 300 
into grief and fear for the sta¬ 
bility of other families. 


A chief's pain

ting together a long-term 
plan to confront serious 
problems with prescription 
drugs. 


He estimates 
more than half the 
community's adults are 
addicted to OxyContin or 
other painkillers. 


Chief Peter Moonias said 
that just as the community 
was burying the first victim 
— a man in his 30s — they 
learned of the death of a 
19-year-old from Neslcantaga 
living in Thunder Bay. 

Moonias said police have 


yet to declare the second 
death a suicide, but he sus¬ 
pects they soon will. 

The problems come just 
a few months after another 
young man took his life in 
December, a tragedy that 
prompted the community 
to put its youth on suicide 
watch. “One suicide, we could 
have handled.... Not eas¬ 
ily, but we could have come 
back,” said Moonias. 

But the suicides are com¬ 
ing so close together that al¬ 
most no one in the commun¬ 
ity has been left untouched. 

“Now we have nothing 
left. We have hardly anybody 
who is not affected in the 
community.” 

Federal Health Minister 
Leona Aglulckaq on Wed¬ 
nesday promised the com¬ 
munity the help it needs.

Sexually transmitted 
infections. New study

As many as one in seven Can¬ 
adians aged 14 to 59 may be 
infected with herpes simplex 
type 2 virus and more than 
90 per cent of them may be 
unaware of their status, a new 
study suggests. 

The work provides the first 
Canadian prevalence estimates 
for herpes simplex 2 and chla¬ 
mydia — another sexually 
transmitted infection — that 
are based on laboratoiy-con- 
firmed results. Previous esti-

mates were based on data col¬ 
lected from positive cases or 
screening of people considered 
to be at high risk of having the 
infections, a system that may 
not provide a true picture of the 
scale of infections. 

The research was part of 
the analysis of urine and blood 
samples and data collected 
during the 2009-11 cycle of 
Statistics Canada’s Canadian 
Health Measures Survey. The 
results, which are considered a 
representative sample of most 
Canadians in that age group, 


are based on the study of blood 
and urine samples taken from 
roughly 3,250 Canadians. 

The study found that less 
than one per cent — 0.7 per 
cent to be precise — of people 
tested were infected with chla¬ 
mydia. Participants were asked 
if they had ever been diagnosed 
with a sexually transmitted in¬ 
fection and none of those who 
tested positive for chlamydia 
reported having received a 
diagnosis of an STL 

Although it is a reportable 
disease, chlamydia is what’s 
known as a silent infection. 
Most people have no symp¬ 
toms. Antibiotics can cure the 
infection. Herpes simplex 2 is 
also often an asymptomatic 
infection, though it can appear 
as blisters and sores around the 
genitals, rectum or mouth.

Tax or tariff? Bike shop 
owner feels deceived by 
budget announcement 


The owner of an Ottawa bicycle 
shop where Finance Minister 
Jim Flaherty last year trum¬ 
peted the benefits of his budget 
says he feels misled. Despite 
what the federal Conservatives 
say, they are raising consumer 
taxes by increasing tariffs on 
goods imported from dozens of 
countries, Jose Bray told a news 
conference at his Joe Mamma 
bike store on Wednesday. 

“It was a little misleading 
and I think calling it a tariff and

Flaherty said then he would 
not raise taxes and would give 
small businesses a tax credit. 
But the Conservatives have 
increased taxes, said Bray, by 
way of the tariffs, which will 
increase prices for a number of 
consumer products, including

Talking about working with Tom Cruise. 


Oblivion marks the first 
time that Freeman has 
worked with Cruise, and in 
spite of being the sort of actor 
others clamour to share the 
screen with, he admits that 
he was swayed by the possi¬ 
bility of their collaboration. 

“If I was going to be a 
truck driver hauling supplies 
(for this film), I would have 
taken the job,” Freeman says. 
“I’m one of his huge fans — 
I have been one for I don’t 
know how many years.” 

He admits that the role 
of Beech was initially less 
substantial in the script, but 
the prospect of working on 
something with such an enor¬ 
mous scale — and with an 
enormous star — proved too 
irresistible to pass up. 

“If you compare the script 
to the movie, they don’t com¬ 
pare,” he admits. “But I was 
excited by the script (and) the 
movie is so much more than 
what you read on the page. 
But it’s a big science-fiction 


film with Tom Cruise. It’s 
hard to go wrong.” 

At 75, Freeman has tackled 
virtually any challenge an ac¬ 
tor might face. But he insists 
that the ever-changing nature 
of his work is what helps him 
maintain enthusiasm for his 
profession, his art. 

“I enjoy it eveiy single 
day,” Freeman insists. “I was 
born to do this. It’s not like I 
have to get up eveiy morning 
Monday through Friday and 
go to a job. A movie begins 
and it ends in a relatively 
short period of time, so in a 
given period of time — let’s 
say a year — you can have 
three, four or five different 
experiences, which is kind of 
exciting.” 

That variety of experien¬ 
ces had made him not just a 
star, but an icon — and a be¬ 
loved public figure. But Free¬ 
man says he’s come to terms 
with the responsibilities of 
celebrity-hood, even if his pri¬ 
ority remains the work itself.

• 2 tbsp packed brown sugar 

• 2 tbsp chopped fresh cilantro

• l tbsp grated fresh ginger 

• l tbsp sodium-reduced soy 

sauce 

• l tsp Thai red curry paste

• 1/3 cup natural peanut butter 

• 1/3 cup coconut milk 

• 2 tbsp lime juice 

• l tbsp sodium-reduced soy 

sauce 

• l tsp packed brown sugar 

• 1/2 tsp hot pepper sauce 


“This curry-scented marinade 
uses only a bit of Thai red 
curry paste, but an opened jar 
will keep in the fridge for up 
to one year,” write the editors 
of Canadian Living in The 
Appetizer Collection. “Try 
the luscious peanut sauce on 
grilled chicken as well.” 

1. Peanut sauce: In food pro¬ 
cessor, blend together peanut 
butter, coconut milk, lime 
juice, soy sauce, brown sugar 
and hot pepper sauce until 
smooth. Pour into bowl; cover 
and set aside. Cut pork into 26 
8-by-l-by-5mm strips. 

2. Marinade: In large bowl, 
whisk together brown sugar, 
cilantro, lime juice, garlic, gin¬ 
ger, soy sauce and curiy paste;

3. Thread pork onto small 
metal or soaked wooden 
skewers; place on broiler 
pan or foil-lined rimmed 


baking sheet. Broil, 15 cm 
from heat and turning once, 
until lightly browned and no 
longer pink inside, about 6 


minutes. Serve with peanut 
sauce for dipping.

While condos often bring to mind 
thoughts of units in a highrise building, 
the reality is they can consist of many 
different styles of buildings, such as 
townhouses and single-detached houses. 

Regardless of the type, it is important 
people find out what exactly they own 
before purchasing a condo. 

“It’s always more advisable to get legal 
counsel prior to doing anything because 
there are consequences — both financial 
and otherwise — to signing agreements,” 
says Sylvan Schneider, the president of 
Schneider Attorney Inc. in Montreal. 

This is especially true given that no 
two condos are exactly like. 

In most cases, “you basically own 
everything that’s in the unit and then you 
have a share in everything that’s outside 
of the unit,” says Rosellina Giardino, a 
real estate lawyer with Giardino Law in 
Edmonton. 

The items that would fall outside of the 
unit (and thus qualify as a common ele¬ 
ment) would be things like the hallways, 
any amenity rooms and the building’s

mechanical systems. As well, it’s import¬ 
ant to look into whether extras such as 
parking spaces or storage are included as 
part of the deal. 

The Canada Mortgage and Housing 
Corporation (CMHC) cautions that while 
these may be for the exclusive use of a 
unit owner, there may be conditions at¬ 
tached to using them. 

“While these spaces are exclusive to 
your use, there may be restrictions on 


how and when you use them,” says the 
CMHC’s Condominium Buyers’ Guide. 

While ownership in most condos 
consists of owning the unit and having 
a share in the common elements, it isn’t 
always that way. 

In the case of freehold condominiums 
(also known as a bare/vacant land con¬ 
dominium), “the unit may be the entire 
house including the exterior walls, the 
roof and, in some cases, the land sur¬ 


rounding the structure,” CMHC says. 

The CMHC also says the maintenance 
of these outside elements may be the 
responsibility of the condo corporation or 
the unit owner. 

To bring clarity to just what one owns 
and who is responsible for maintenance, it 
is crucial to get sound advice. 

“It’s really important to talk to a law¬ 
yer,” says Giardino.

MORE IMPORIANT IRAN YOU THINK 

CONDOMINIUM FEES 


While it is said that death and taxes are 
the two certainties in life, for people liv¬ 
ing in a condo, one can add condo fees to 
the list. 

These are the fees unit owners pay on a 
monthly basis to cover their portion of the 
operating and maintenance expenses of a 
condo’s common elements. 
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Because these may differ from condo 
to condo, they may include things such as 
snow removal, maintaining a building’s 
heating and cooling system, and the salar¬ 
ies of condo employees. 

“Condo fees are much more import¬ 
ant than people think,” says Anne-Marie 
Ambert, the founder of the website con¬ 
do information, ca. 

She recommends people research how 
the fees at a given condo compare to 
other nearby condos that are similar in 
age and style. 

While low fees may be attractive on 
the surface, it might be an indication a 
building doesn’t have much of a reserve 
fund in place. (A reserve fund ensures 
there is enough money available to fund 
major repairs and replacements over a 
building’s life.) 

If a building has an inadequate reserve 
fund, it can make up the difference by 
way of a special assessment charge. 

“This is why it is important to review 
the financial statements, reserve fund 
level, building condition surveys, inspec¬ 
tion reports, maintenance history and the 


estoppel or status certificate for the cor¬ 
poration before you commit to buying,” 
says the Canada Mortgage and Housing 
Corporation’s Condominium Buyers’ 
Guide. 

On the flip side, high condo fees are 
another cause for concern since they may 
be indicative of wasteful spending by the 
condo corporation, Ambert says. 


Bill Thompson, the vice-president of 
the Canadian Condominium Institute’s 
national executive board, says it’s import¬ 
ant that people choose condos that reflect 
their lifestyles since this has an impact on 
how much the condo fees will be. 

“You have to look for a condominium 
that suits your lifestyle,” he says.

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LOOKING TO 
BOUNCE BACK 

For Edmonton homebuyers and sellers searching for clues 
about the state of the market, real estate statistics — numbers 
on top of figures layered with calculations — can be as bewil¬ 
dering as smoke signals or road signs in a different language. 

Numbers even occasionally stump an expert like Scott Bol¬ 
linger, broker for Commonsense Network, part of ComFree. 

Bollinger says it’s the number of Edmonton home listings 
in the first quarter of 2013 that is so perplexing. Even though 
home sales are steady, and average prices are approaching the 
pre-recession heights Edmontonians witnessed in 2007, list¬ 
ings are down — substantially. 

“They’re down about 12 to 15 per cent. And the question 
for a guy like me who lives and breathes real estate is — 
why? It just doesn’t make a whole lot of sense.” 

Bollinger has several theories about what might be 
contributing to the gap between (relatively low) listings and 
(relatively high) prices. 

“We’ve had a rotten spring, this horrible, lingering winter, 
and that tends to make people hesitate and delay their listings 
until they see the sun. So that’s one possibility.” 

Another might be national media stories focusing on drop¬ 
ping prices in centres like Toronto and Vancouver. 

“That could be creating some uncertainty. But it’s import¬ 
ant for Edmontonians to remember, real estate is local, and 
our market isn’t dictated by what happens in Toronto and 
Vancouver, lovely as those places are.” 

For a hint at what’s to come in Edmonton’s housing mar¬ 
ket, Bollinger says it’s more important to look at the city’s 
underlying economic fundamentals. 

“Those are really strong. Unemployment is low, one of 
the lowest rates in Canada. Weekly earnings continue to go 
up, which means people are in good, improving financial 
positions. We’ve got strong in-migration, which is putting 
pressure on the rental market.” 

All of that adds up to “an elastic that could snap back” and 
boost listings in the city. In fact, Bollinger’s brokerage has al¬ 
ready seen some signs of that snapped elastic. In the last week 
of March, Edmonton’s ComFree office recorded the most new 
listings it had seen since the heady pre-recession days of 2007. 

“We did have a little run of good weather that week,” 
Bollinger says. “But I think it’s speaking to something bigger 
than that. It speaks to some strengthening and some confi¬ 
dence returning to Edmonton home sellers.”

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LONG-TERM CARE 
REQUIRES SAVINGS 



It’s not a topic that most people want to 
think about, but as Canada’s population 
ages it’s inevitable that some of us will 
need long-term care, and paying for it 
could be an issue. 

Long-term care is the term used to 
describe the type of care required for 
people who may have ongoing physical 
or mental impairments and require daily 
assistance or support over many years. 
This support can be provided in the home 
or in an institutional setting. Often, those 
requiring long-term care are elderly. 

Three-quarters of Canadians (74 per 
cent) admit they have no financial plan 
to pay for long-term care if they need 
it, according to a poll by Leger Market¬ 
ing, conducted on behalf of the Canadian 
Life and Health Insurance Association 
(CLHIA). 

“So many of us have not adequately 
prepared for future long-term care needs,” 
says Frank Swedlove, president of the 
CLHIA. “Baby boomers are aging and 


unless action is taken now, they will fall 
well short in funding their long-term 
care.” 

The CLHIA estimates that it will cost 
almost $1.2 trillion to provide long-term 
care to the baby boomer generation as 
they pass through old age, and that cur¬ 
rent government programs and funding 
will only cover about half of this. The 
resulting $590-billion funding shortfall is 
equal to about 95 per cent of all individ¬ 
ual registered savings plans in Canada 
today. 

“Not only does the current system not 
have adequate capacity for our future 
needs, but patient care also suffers be¬ 
cause all too often, care is not provided in 
the most appropriate settings,” Swedlove 
adds. 

The Leger poll also showed that 77 per 
cent would prefer to receive care in their 
own homes. 

Governments can help close the fund¬ 
ing gap by being more efficient and ef¬ 


fective in how long-term care is currently 
delivered, and by providing incentives to 
Canadians to take responsibility to protect 
themselves from possible high long-term 
care costs. One such possibility would 


be to introduce an RESP-type savings 
vehicle targeted at long-term care costs or 
provide tax incentives for the purchase of 
long-term care insurance.

Every person should have a will, which 
should cover at least seven essential 
points to avoid difficulties in the future, 
as follows: 

• Make sure only one will exists. 

• Determine who you want as your execu¬ 
tor — the person who will carry out your 
wishes in settling your estate.

• Name a guardian for young children. 


• Detail specific money or gifts to friends, 
relatives or charities. 

• Consider what people or organiza¬ 
tions mean a lot to you for the residue 
of your estate. One’s church, a charity, 
or a favourite organization like Amnesty 
International, are often on this list. 

• Put in writing the details of your funeral 
arrangements. 

After you have taken care of these 
basic issues, you may want to consider a 
few other areas. 

A will is more than a simple outline of 
the final distribution of your property and 
effects. It is an occasion to plan for the 
financial support of people and projects 
that you have actively supported during 
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your lifetime. It can also be the time to 
finally help those people and groups that 
you always intended to support but didn’t 
have the resources to do so. 

While everyone involved in estate 


planning agrees with the need to make 
a will, remember that it is, in fact, your 
will. Consider your own wishes and feel¬ 
ings. A will is an important document, but 
if it does not express your wishes, it is not 
done well. 

Talk it over. Consider the future. Make 
a draft. Think again. Your will is probably 
one of the most important, and personal, 
documents you will ever prepare. 

Laws about will-making and taxes vary 
from province to province and the specific 
wording to ensure that your wishes are 
carried out may require the help of a law¬ 
yer. Experts strongly recommend that you 
seek legal advice when making out your 
will.

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Oilers start looking 

toward the future 
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NHL. Coach Krueger 
says valuable lessons 
lie in the team’s final 
six games of the season 


With their playoff hopes vir¬ 
tually ended, Edmonton head 
coach Ralph Krueger said the 
Oilers must use their final six 
games to learn valuable les¬ 
sons for the future. 

The day after their sixth 
straight loss, Krueger admitted 
the team “still didn’t have the 
foundation” to truly be a play¬ 
off team this year and the play¬ 
ers now must focus their atten¬ 
tion on upcoming seasons. 

“It’s now having to under¬ 
stand what we do in this final 
stretch, this is very, veiy im¬ 
portant for us heading into 
the future,” the first-year head 
coach said on Thursday. “To 
play teams that are division 
champions, three of them is a 
huge test of our character. It’s 
going to be veiy important to 
look these division champions 
in the eye and try to under¬ 
stand in every single game 
what we’re missing. And try to 
play these teams even up. 

“We have the opportun¬ 
ity to really learn lessons that 
will take us into the summer 
so we can begin immediately, 
one day after the season, work¬ 
ing on where we can get bet¬ 
ter, what is this gap (between 
themselves and division cham¬ 
pions) about.” 

The Oilers were in eighth 
place and riding a five-game 
winning streak two weeks ago 
but have lost their past six to 
fall to 12th in the Western 
Conference, eight points out 
of a playoff spot. They travel 



to Denver to play Colorado 
Friday night before returning 
home for four of their final five 
games — four of those against 
division leaders Vancouver, 
Anaheim (twice) and Chicago. 

Captain Shawn Horcoff ad¬ 
mitted part of the reason for 
the current losing streak is 
because the Oilers played top- 
tier teams — Vancouver, Ana¬ 
heim and Los Angeles — and 
then couldn’t recover from the 
shock of losing all three games 
and seeing their playoff hopes 
fading. 

“We played some good, 
playoff teams, league-leading 
teams,” Horcoff said. “They 
upped their game and we 
couldn’t find a way to respond

Both teams trail Eastern 
Conference-leading Pittsburgh 
by nine points. 

There was heightened se¬ 
curity at TD Garden, where 
cars entering the garage 
were searched and fans were 
checked with wands and pat¬ 
ted down. 

There was a pre-game 
period of silence and a slide- 
show of scenes from the Bos¬ 
ton Marathon in which three 
people died and more than 


170 were wounded when two 
bombs went off near the finish 
fine on Monday. 

The lOth-place Sabres, who 
beat Philadelphia and Tampa 
Bay last weekend, are fighting 
to get into playoff position. 
They are two places and two 
points below the post-season 
cutoff, but have only four 
games to go. 

The Bruins had been sched¬ 
uled to play at home against 
the Ottawa Senators on Mon¬ 
day night.
